Mr. E. S. Dudding. President of 
the Prisoners Relief Society, has writ- 
ten the governor cahcelling an en- 
gagemint ha had with him for Friday. 
Sept. 29th. to tell wliat h knows about 
what is wrong with the prison farm. 


While Governor Trinkle is appar- 


ently playing for time and offering 
onportunity for Dudding to destroy 
his own case, the president of the 
Prisoners' Relief Society is continu- 
ing to gather evidence and affidavits 
10 show that the prison farm is a

The near approach 
of higher figures for apparel was em- 
phasized today by telegraphic reports 
from producing centers such as Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati. Rochester and Buf- 
falo, and by manufacturers. 


Spring lines for 1§28 will be gen-

When Roebling Built Brooklyn Bridge 


He Provided for Overcrowding 


New York Skyline Seen From Brooklyn Bridge—.(In Oval)—• 


John A. Roebling. 


ONE of the periodic cries that 


the Brooklyn Bridge is not 


lafe because of the terrific over- 
irowding of trains and motor ve- 
hicles having recently been atillei 
by the statements of engineers who 
know the facts, the whole pictur- 
esque romance of the building of 
the bridge haa been again recalled. 


When Col. Washington A. Roeb- 


ling, who wove the great wire ca- 
bles over plans made by bis fa- 
ther, John A. Roebling, announced 
the other day that the bridge was 
good for many years to come, he 
spoke from a knowledge of long 
forgotten facts. 
He knew when 


he built it that it would be sub- 
ject to overstrain in the future. 
And wh^n he built into that first 
great bridge, which ushered in the 
Age of Steel Wire and preceded 
his wire cables, for the Williams- 
burgh and Manhattan bridges over 
the East River, a factor of -safety 
far in excess of what timid imag- 
inations could picture, he built for 
centuries, not decades. 


The cables are made of 19 


strands, each strand containing 
?78 wires, continuous like yam in 
a skein nearly 200 miles long. The , 


•wires are not twisted, but laid 
pararellel and continuous and then 
bound together. And the oblique 
storm braces that radiate like a 
web from the top of the towers on 
each side to 400 feet of the bridge 
floor beneath are calculated to bear 
the whole weight of the bridge for 
that distance if necessary. They 
are small, but the same engineers 
that made possible these great 
modern suspension bridges manu- 
factured them and set them ia 
place. 


It took from 1870 to 1883 to 


build the Brooklyn Bridge, ao it ia 
now forty-nine years old. 
Since 


the days when it was started the 
Roebling plant from its Initial 
shops at Trenton, N. J., haa spread 
to Roebling, 10 miles farther down 
the Delaware. 


CoL Eoebling still directs the 


work of bis company. Part of its 
war service consisted of the 80r 
000,000 feet of Roebling wire ca- 
ble, now reposing on the floor of 
the' North Sea, which was once a 
part of the mine barrage. The 
Adriatic Barrage, which was ready 
for laying when the war ended, 
took over 12,000,000 feet

WeU Guarded 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 27.—The Her- 


mitage, one of the greatest art galleries 
in-- the world, exists today in all its 
pre-war magnificence as a visible re- 
futation not only of rumors that Rus- 
sia's finest painting's had been de- 
stroyed or stolen during the revolution 
but of these adventurers who occasion- 
ally have peddied in New York and 
Paris supposedly original paintings 
from its collections. 


Small groups of school children, 


piloted through the galleries by teach- 
er: a fevr art students occasional 
proletarian enthusiasts, and now and 
then a foreigner who strays into Pet 
rograd are about the only visitors to 
the galleries, and they seem lost in its 
spacious rooms. But the great paint- 
ings still are on the splendid walls; 
the rare porcelains and Greek vases of 
priceless antiquity are still in their 
glass cabinets the marble statues 
brought from the ends of the earth 
still stand on their pedestials; the un- 
rivalled collections of old coins. Egyp- 
tian scarabs and countless other art 
objects are still in their carefully num- 
bered trays, and the mummies still 
He m their sarcophagi, grim and grin- 
ning dsspite the latest revolution that 
has passed over their heads. 


The Vv'inter P'aiace. adjoining the 


Hermitage, still bears marks of the 
-helling and machine-gunning it guf- 
fere-2 auring the- early days of the Bol- 
ahevik coup d'etat, but the building 
housing the valuable art collections 
has been spared even these marks of 
battle. Its exterior walls are red and 
smooth, the f>n gigantic AUantes in 
Finnish marble—huge, naked Hercu- 
lii 20 feet tall and each carved from a 
single block of granite—hold up its 
portico in lieu o* pillars and are as 
smooth and glistening as the dav they 
were placed there In 1852, although 
the square that fronts them has been 
the scene of much hard fighting.

Press.)—Kiof ConsUntln*. bowing to 
the will of the ftrmy and navy, has 
abdicated and Crown Prince Oeorge. 
who married Princess &ll<abeth of 
Rumania, becomes King of Greece. 
"Until the people say they want me 


no more, I ehall hold my throne." 
the kin* declared to the Associated 
Press correspondent last night. He 
accepts this swift revolution as the 
voice of the people. 
Crown Prince George will tak* the 


oath as king this afternoon at-^ the 
palace before the members of the re- 
tiring cabinet. 
The revolutionary army is march- 


ing on Athens, and will reach the 
capital tonight. 
Three army officers 


vfsited the king and urged the for- 
mation of- a military cabinet. 
They 


were ready, they said, to put them- 
selves at the head of the people to 
combat the revolutionists, maintain 
order, and to defend the king. 
A street demonstration by promi- 


nent citizens acclaimed Venizelos and 
a republic. There was some rioting 
and former Minister of Agriculture 
Sideris. was wounded. 


Odctly enough, it was the former 


American battleship Idaho, now the 
Greek Lemnos. that started the rev- 
olution. In 1913 Greece bought the 
Idaho and Mississippi. The Idaho was 
named Lemnos, after the naval victory 
against the Turks in 1912 off the Is- 
land of Lemnos. The Mississippi was 
named the Kilkis, after 
a 
furious 
battle against the Bulgarians. The 
revolutionists announce that they will 
proclaim their choice of a ministry 
on their arrival in Athens. 


Constantlne 
twice 
occupied 
the 
throne of Greece. His first reign be- 
gan March 18, 1913, with the as- 
sassination of his father. George I, 
and continued until June 1917. when 
he was forced by the demands of 
Great Britain, France and Russia to 
abdicate because of his pro-German 
sympathies. He -was succeeded by his 
second 
son, Alexander, who was 


nominated by the deposed monarch, 
and who had promised to carry, out 
Constantino's policies despite allied 
demands to the contrary. For three 
stormy years Alexander reigned In 
name only. 
Then bis tragic death 


in 1920, due to the bite of a pet 
monkey, again turned the spotlight 
on Constantine, who had spent the 
intervening ithre years In exile with 
his large family. 


A plebiscite had shown that the 
Greek nation •wjas insistent upon the 
return of Constantine upon the throne 
ad while the allied governments con- 
tinued to exert 
every pressure 
at 
their- command, to prevent his re- 
ascen?!r,n, the former King-f marched 
triumphantly into Athens and was 
Crowned in December, 192ft, amid 
scenes of the 
wildest 
enthusiasm. 


Constantine was born August 3. 1868, 
and obtained bis education under 
German tutors and 
army 
officers. 


Once, in 1909, he was dismissed as 
commander of the Greek army be- 
cause of popular clamor against him; 
but he became a. national hero in the 
Balkan war of 1912, when he led a 
Greek army in the capture of Salon- 
ika from the Turks. In consequence 
of this achievement he was accorded 
the popular title of "The Liberator." 


Prince George is the eldest son of 
Constantine. 
He also was pro-Ger- 


man and was excluded from succes- 
sion by the alied terms, whict com- 
pelled bis father's abdication In 1917. 
He accompanied the royal party to 
Atia Allnor in 1921 and was a mem- 
ber of the staff of Greek commander. 
General Papoulas. George was "born 
in July 1890, and married Princess 
Elizabeth of Rumania in the spring 
of 1M21. The only other son of Con- 
stamiiie is Prince Paul born in De- 
cember, 1831. 


\Vhile Prince George, has been re- 


garded as heir apparent since Con- 
stantine's return to the throne, the; 
deposed monarch also has four bro- : 
thers v,-ho were considered - eligible ! 
for kingly honors. 
j 


These in the order of succession 


are Prince George, after whom the j 
Crown Prince was named, born in | 
1S69. Prince Nicholas, born ia 1872. 
Prince Andreas, born In 1882, and 
Prince Christopher, born in 
1888.

15,000 REVOMTXG GREEK 


TROOPS IX EXPEDITION 


COXSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 27—(By 
The Associated Press)—There are 15,- 
000 revolting troops-in the Greek rev- 
olutionary expedition from Mytilene 
which has gone to the Greek main- 
land, according to a wireless despatch 
from Captain J. B. Rhodes of the 
American destroyer Litchtteld at My- 
Tilene. TUe message says these troops 
landed at Piraeus, the port of Athens, 
with the demand for the abdication of 
King Contantine In favor of the Crown 
Prince. 


In addition to the election of a 
new government, says the 
message, 
the revolutionists demand support for 
the Greek troops in western Thrace 
in resistance to Mustapha Kemal. 
The wireless adds that the battle- 
ship Lemnos and two destroyers in 
the Aegean were loaded with troops in 
command' of a Venezilist officer; also 
that the governor of Mytilene and 
Generals Bacre and Frango had been 
imprisoned by the revolutionists.

NEW YORK. Bept 87.—Merchant* 


and dealers throughout the 
entire 
country are Increasing their advertis- 
ing. 
This Is especially evident In the 
dally newspaper advertising field, *c- 
oordlng to reports received by tele- 
graph within 
the last twenty-four 
hours from representative cities In 
all sections of the country. The aver- 
age Increase In the amount of news- 
paper advertising In twenty-five cities 
so far this month Is from ten to twelve 
per cent above the average for Sep- 
tember, 1921, and chowa a decided In- 
crease also over August, 1922. 
With higher prices for many com- 
modities in prospect, merchants are 
making a strong 
apeapl 
for the 
patronage of the country, and there 
Is every indication that they will con- 
tinue their campaigns to this <end. 
As a result newspapers have been com- 
pelled to print larger papers 
and 
figures which became available for 
the first time today show that the con- 
sumption 
of newsprint 
paper has 
reacher the rate of 2,200.000 tons 
annually. 
This rate will be maintained and 
increased not only throughout the re- 
mainder of 1922 but all next year, ac- 
cording to officials of the American 
Newspaper Publishers' Association to- 
day. 
A* a result, higher prices for 
newsprint are in prospect and figures 
compiled today show that the paper 
mills will have one of the best years 
In their history. 
Production of newsprint which wai 
curtailed for a time by the coal strike 
and transportation difficulties, now is 
approaching capacity 
That produc- 


tion will be further increased in 1923 
both by the additibn of new plants 
and added equipment, but by the con- 
version of machines now maktog wall- 
paper and other grades to the manu- 
facture of newsprint.

comes more securely esconded in h:s 
title of "Napoleon of Baseball " 
Sn.ort, stocky, dapper, rudy faced 
and gray headed. McGraw looks more 
like a successful broker than a pro- 
fessional athlete. He appears as what 
the clothins adds classify as "smart," 
and If ever some twists shears him of 
success and reason he can get a pob 
posing for an oil painting of a cigar- 
ette smoker or the yatest in collars 
His career is remarkable but not 
surprising. 
It was a sane, steady 
march to the heights of his profes- 
sion, intercepted now and then by 
some flight of temperament or of tem- 
per, but it has all been in one direc- 
tion. He is in the logical place for 
such alogical man to occupy. 
McGraw was born in 1873 and so 
is just about turning the 50 mark. He 
began playing baseball as most Ameri- 
can boys do as eoon as he could toddle 
after one. His professional debut was 
made when he discarded short trous- 
ers, but whether he did one of those 
two thnigs to effect the other is a ques- 
tion which his biographers must de- 
bate. 
The present manager of the cham- 
pion Giants tas been in the game 
professionally for 32 years, starting 
with the Oleon team of the New York 
State League, in 1890 when ?ws repu- 
tation as a consistent hitter and re- 
liable fielder spread from his native 
heath of Truxton, N. Y. Throughout 
his playing daysJhe was one of the 
marvels of the diamond but his gray 
matter has made him a fixture. 
Only one year did McGraw remain 


In Oleon signing a sheet for ?60 a 
month. Next i-e went to Cedar Rapids 
where his stipend Was in ore 'remun- 
erative and his work more brilliant. 
His shortstoppins was so remarkable 
that a big league scout came to look 
,him over, saw him and was captivat- 
ed.The youthful "Mugsy" went to Bal- 
timore, then the tail-enders in a 1J- 
club>circuit. It was in April 1891 that 
y0Gr.iw broke into fast company, lit- 
tle more than a year after his entry 
in the professional ranks. His first 
season he warmed the bench, but in 
1892 
Ned Hanlon. the .Orioles' new^ 
manager, tried out John Joseph at 
second base and then shifted him to 
third where be gained a reputation. 
McGraw has always been recogniz- 


ed as the peer of any who preceded 
or followed him at the "hot corner." 
his peculiar forte being the fielding 
of bunts.

His individual playing was one of the 
factors in the success of the old Ori- 
olesWith Wilbert Robinson, formerly of 
the Gians and now manager of the 
Brooklyn team. McGraw was sold to 
the St. Louis club in 1900 for J18.- 
000. 
Both -players were ill-pleased 
and when the American League rear- 
ed its head in 1900 the Giants' present 
mentor aligned himself with. Ban B. 
Johnson. 
He went back to Baltimore and or- 
ganized a team that was one of the 
most popular in the history of the 
game. 
But in 1902 McGraw and 
Johnson came to the parting of the 
ways and in mid-season the Baltimore 
team was so disorganized that Mug^y 
took off his spiked shoes and an- 
nounced they were on the shelf for- 
ever.
